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What Price, O. P. A.? 


The Office of Price Administra- 
tion was set up originally by Con- 
gress to protect the American 
people—buyers and sellers—from 
the dangers of uncontrolled price 
increases that could arise from 
war conditions. 

That the OPA hag succeeded 
in this purpose in many ways is 
undeniable. But some of its prac- 
tices have caused results directly 
opposite to those Congress had in 
mind. 

One of these—the Highest Price 
Line Limitation Order—is a strik- 
ing example. Under this directive a 
merchant is forbidden to sell 
clothing at price levels higher 
than those he was charging in 
March 1942. Of course, the intent 
of this was to keep prices down. 
But what happened? 

Here is one illustration given at 
a Washington hearing by a gen- 
eral store operator in a _ small 
mid-western town. In March 1942, 
he was selling cotton dresses at 
$1.98. Shortly after, these became 
unavailable, so he put in a new 
line selling up to $5.95. Then came 


the Price Limitation Order. He 
was forced to cut back his price, 
Sell all these dresses, and drop out 
of the ready-to-wear business. 

Now his former customers must 
travel some miles to the next town 
for dresses. While there, they also 
shop for other needs, Thus, not 
only the merchant, but the whole 
town, suffers from the price re- 
striction. 

The glaring inconsistency of the 
price limitation, however, is seen 
in this: That anyone who was not 
selling dresses in March 1942, or 
who handled lines at $5.95 or 
above could sell the identical gar- 
ment which this merchant was 
prevented from handling simply 
because he had a less expensive 
line for sale in March 1942. 

It is plain that the Price Limi- 
tation Order does not hold down 
prices but merely discriminates 
against long-established dealers 
or those who have always served 
people in low income brackets. 
If, as expected, Congress extends 
OPA another year, unjust fea- 
tures such as these should be 
ruled out.
